Finding myself on the

Coast, the information available is 
insufficient to make any adequate 
estimate of the immediate course of 
events in central Europe. It is, of 
course, a question whether 
suffi- 


cient information exists anywhere 
about Hitler's immediate plans and 
his present objectives. 


For it has been his method, hith- 


erto, to strike suddenly and to push 
on, feeling out the resistance in his 
way, 
and to pause at the 
point 


where there is sufficient resistance 
to bring him face to face with the 
risk of war. It has been demonstrat- 
ed again and again that Hitler's ac- 
tions are not limited either by his 
pledges to other governments or by 
his own principles, as for example 
the racial principle that he docs not 
want alien Slavs in the 
German 


Reich. The one rule which he has 
followed consistently is to subju- 
gate without pity those who cannot 
or will not resist him but always to 
make his conquests without becom- 
ing involved in war. He attacks the 
weak and the irresolute. The strong 
and the brave he does not attack. It 
may be presumed, therefore, that 
even now he has not decided how 
far he will go, that he will keep go- 
ing until he meets somewhere a 
serious resistance. 
Limit Of Campaign 
To Be Fixed In East 


It is fairly clear, it seems to me, 


that the limits of the present cam- 
paign will not be fixed in London 
and Paris but in Moscow. Bucharest, 
Belgrade. Budapest and Warsaw. 
For Great Britain and France do not 
possess the military power to inter- 
vene in central and eastern Europe. 
Their power to intervene was fatal- 
ly impaired when they assented to 
the militarization of the Rhineland 
in 1936. when they failed to keep 
pace with German arn.aments from 
1935 to 1938. and finally when they 
surrendered Czechoslovakia at Mu- 
nich. 


The primary resistance now can 


come, one may suppose, only from 
some of the small central European 
nations and ultimately from Russia. 
Whether there is among these peo- 
ples any capacity or will to resist 
remains to be seen. Russia is an un- 
known quantity. But it is probably 
safest to 
assume that 
Russia's 


strength, such as it is. can begin to 
be effective only if Russia is actual- 
ly invaded. 
One might expect, 


therefore, that the eastern frontiers 
of Hitler's new empire will be es- 
tablished in this season at the point

There are indications, it seems to 


me, that this campaign marks an- 
other victory of the radical Nazis 
over the more 
conservative and 


cautious Nazis. It is known that 
there has existed all winter a con- 
flict in the Nazi party between those 
who wished to consolidate the re- 
sults of Munich by more or 
less 


peaceable measures, and those who 
insisted that outright military con- 
quest of the Pan-German Empire 
was the only solution. Hitler, who 
is himself a radical Nazi, has. it is 
evident, chosen ,'ie violent military 
solution of Germany's problem. 


And from the Nazi point of view 


he is probably right. He is probably 
right, that is to say. in thinking that 
Nazism is incapable 
of 
making 


progress by peaceable means; it is 
too greatly feared in all countries, 
too greatly hated everywhere, to ac- 
complish anything except by intim- 
idation and overpowering force. The

methods; if this region is to furnish 
the supplies that Germany needs, 
they must under this regime be 
taken by military requisition, by 
outright plunder and looting. A re- 
gime which is incapable of winning 
friends must conquer what it wants. 


Hitler is probably right, also, in 


thinking that a policy of appease- 
ment would undermine him, that if 
ever he agreed to let Germans nego- 
tiate amicably with their neighbors, 
there would be set in motion within 
Germany forces that would even- 
tually displace the real Nazis. 
England Must Continue 
To Increase Armaments 


It is difficult to imagine how Hit- 


ler's choice of military conquest 
leaves open any choice to the Brit- 
ish as to whether they will devote 
themselves with a single-minded 
purpose to the developing of their 
maximum military power. Unless 
they take measures which expand i 
their own power in proportion to j 
Hitler's expanding power, they will 
surely encourage, in fact invite, the 
formation of an aggressive alliance 
between Germany. Italy and Japan 
against the vital centers of the Brit- !

I feel confident that it is what Roosevelt himself 
would like to say and that he is anxious to have this 
warning of the gravity of the situation conveyed to 
the country. As a good many in Washington know, 
nothing yet published adequately expresses, the in- 
tensity of Roosevelt's personal feeling about Hitler.

An opponent is 
always a swine.

But Stalin may give Hitler considera- 


ble difficulty by preventing him from fill- 
ing the Ukraine up with his agents so as 
to foment a revolutionary movement for 
independence. 
Hitler whose mind runs 


in a single rut, prefers the role of Libera- 
tor and in order to pose continually on 
that pedestal he cuffs his hand to ear for 
the piteous cries of the distressed before 
he signals his army to move onward.

Ukraine. 


The betting should be about even that 


she will lie down. Memories of the Ma- 
zurian lakes still linger, of that German 
army that licked an army five limes its 
size, the best army that Russia could put 
forward.

is looking for a barren island to grab as 
justification for another parade. And our 
American Caesar is preparing his notes 
of protest. Even if his advice isn't asked 
he gives it freely to all.

America over and placed everyone com- 
fortably at work he will now reach out 
and settle Europe.

The word appeasement came into 


general use after Prime Minister 
Chamberlain explained what had 
happened at Munich. The democra- 
cies had to "appease" the totalitari- 
an nations to keep from having a 
fight. 


•Who's Afraid Of—?' 


Well, said Harrison, coming from 


the White House, if anybody wants 
to get in the president's chair let 
him continue to use the phrase "ap- 
peasement of business" as repre- 
senting Mr. Roosevelt's altitude. 
Maybe it is appeasement but it 
isn't the kind that comes from be- 
ing "scared," as'were England and 
France at Munich. Or at least it 
won't do any good to carry on the 
idea that the president is so scared 
that he is going to give business 
everything it wants. That is what 
Harrison intimated. 


The president promised to go to 


his theasurus to lind a better word 
and told the press to "go thou and 
do likewise." Anyway, he said, the 
press invented the word, not the 
president. 


Well, there 
are others having 


word trouble. Jerome Frank, Se- 
curities and Exchange commission- 
er, said that certain words stirred 
up bad associations and prevented 
clear thinking. So he invented 
a 


trio of new ones and said others 
could be designed. 


He was discussing monopoly. 


Monopoly, he said, sounds like a 
crime, but certain monopolistic sys- 
tems are socially desirable, notably 
telephone and w.ater systems. To 
such monopolies he applied the 
name Ugwug. 


In turn, he said regulation of in- 


dustry often seemed to mean exces- 
sive governmental intervention or 
regimentation. Yet some regulation 
is highly desirable. He calls it Ag- 
wag. 


Again, he said, when business 


men got together among 
them- 


selves, or with labor, buyers, and 
producers, or any two or more of 
the list got together, it was imme- 
diately interpreted as a conspira- 
cy to lix prices and rob the ulti- 
mate consumer. But at times such 
consultation is highly desirable, and 
lo the "good consultation" as dis- 
tinguished from "conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade," he gave the name 
of Wifwaff. 


Some Other Possibilities 


They were splendid words, but

Madison—Members of the cxccu-

Building New Bird Shelters

Most of us can remember the 


time when bird houses, except those 
for purple martins, were, a rarity 
but now you can't go very far in 
cities, small 
towns and 
farm-

riety of species.

supporting devices built lor them. 
They find that 48 species of birds 
have been known to use these bird 
homes, and the types of birds range 
from bluebirds to hawks and ducks. 
The complete list is given in the 
Farmers' Bulletin 1456, "Homes for 
Birds," which may be had by writ- 
ing to the superintendent of Docu- 
ments, at Washington, D. C. They 
welcome information concerning 
any additional species which can 
be added to this list. 


Leaflet on Houses 


March is a good time to spend on 


building new bird houses or repair- 


ing and cleaning old ones. They., 
should not, however, be erected un- 
til April, for if they are, they will 
be taken by sparrows and starlings 
who will fight off the desirable 
species. Whenever possible bird 
houses should be taken in for the 
winter and set up again just be- 
fore the birds' return in spring. 


If they cannot be 
dismounted 


easily it is a good plan to keep them 
covered with canvas or 
burlap 


through the winter. Those that are 
left open are generally used as a 
shelter through the winter months 
by starlings and sparrows who do 
their best to keep the rightful own- 
ers from reclaiming the boxes when 
they return. 


The bulletin I mentioned, "Homes 


for Birds," will give you all the in- 
formation you need on 
building 


bird houses and erection. From the

Milk and Its Products 


I—LEADING BREEDS OF MILK 


COWS 


An island in the English Chan- 


nel is noted for several things. It 
is called Jersey, and it gave us 
the name of the woolen Jacket 
known as a "jersey." 


Jersey has an area of 45 square 


miles, and a population of about 
50,000. It belongs to Great Brit- 
ain, but it is closer to the coast of 
France than to England. 


A champion Jersey cow. 


Jersey potatoes are famous, and 


so are Jersey cabbages, but most | 
famous of all 
are 
Jersey cows. ' 


They rank among the best of the 
world's milk cows. 


More than a century ago, peo- 


ple of other lands sent traders to 
Jersey to buy some of the cattle 
which had been bred on the island. 
Today there are Jersey cows in 
many countries. Their milk is ex- 
tremely rich in "butter fat;" in 
other words, it has a great deal 
of cream, and the cream can be 
turned into butter. 


Another fine breed is the Guern- 


sey. named after a different island 
in the British Channel. It is a rel- 
ative of the Jersey, but is a little 
larger. Like the Jersey, the Guern- 
sey supplies rich, yellow, creamy 
milk. 


Many Jersey and Guernsey cows 


have produced their own weight 
in butter in a year. In other words. 
the cream in their milk, when 
turned into butter, made as many 
pounds as the cows weighed. 


There are more than 25,000.000 


milk cows in the United States 
and Canada. The average is close 
to one cow for each family of five 
persons. 
These cows give enough 


milk to supply every man. woman 
and child with just about 100 gal- 
lons of milk. 


In actual fact. \ve receive' a 


great deal of our milk in other 
forms. It comes as butter and as 
cheese. The baker often puts milk 
in bread and cake, and a great 
deal of milk goes into ice cream. 
About one-fifth of all food eaten 
by people of the United States 
and Canada is made up of milk 
and its products. 


Jersey and Guernsey • cows lead 


for rich milk, but The Holstein- 
Friesian is the champion for total 
amount of milk. A good Holstein- 
Friesian cow will give about 1.100 
gallons of milk in a 
year, 
and 


"record cows" of this breed give 
much more.
